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During the August 20, 2003 personal interview and the August 25, 2003 telephonic 
interview, the following was discussed: 

1. Identification of claims discussed: Claims 1-7. 

2. Identification of art discussed: Jacobsen (U.S. Patent No. 4,721,233) and Motill 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,368,825). 

5. Identification of principal proposed amendments: 

Applicant's representative discussed the amendments set forth in the Amendment under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.111 filed on July 24, 2003. 

4. Brief Identification of principal arguments: 

Applicants discussed the arguments set forth in the Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 
filed on July 24, 2003. 

5. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: 

Applicant's representative presented hard copies of the ordinary definitions of the terms 
"peripheral" and "marginal", which were obtained from numerous on-line dictionary websites. 

6. Results of Interview: 

In the interview, the Examiner maintained that claims 1-3 and 5-7 are anticipated by 
Jacobsen and claims 1, 5, 6, and 7 are anticipated by Motill. 

With respect to claim 4, the Examiner indicated that claim 4 may overcome the prior art 
if amended to include "a one-piece blow molded plastic container". 

In the telephonic interview conducted on August 25, 2003, the Examiner confirmed that 
such an amendment to claim 4 would overcome the prior art of record. Additionally, the 
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Examiner indicated that the Applicant must provide support for such an amendment to claim 4, 
based on the original disclosure of the present application. Applicant's representative noted that 
page 1, first paragraph, of the original application clearly supports such an amendment to claim 
4.
